JP-A-1 1-043656, DE 19702546 and DE 29805040 all teach a foil element. While DE 
19702546 teaches application of a label on a compact disc, DE 19702546 does not disclose a 
label made of a material that is suitable for writing on. Additionally, while DE 39805040 also 
discloses a transparent foil that protects compact discs, the top surface of the transparent foil 
disclosed in DE 39805040 is a paper-like material. Moreover, JP-A-1 1-043656 discloses a 
multi-layered film which is attached to a wafer, but this multi-layered film is converted into belt 
carrying electronic elements after cutting the wafer. 

The submission of the listed documents is not intended as an admission that any such 
document constitutes prior art against the claims of the present application. Applicant does not 
waive any right to take any action that would be appropriate to antedate or otherwise remove any 
listed document as a competent reference against the claims of the present application.
